The 
appiping of it alſo was vtterlp vnkno 
wen vntu the pꝛymitiue church:fo2 the 
latpne canon which is in the poppſhe 
maſſe is as it were a newe patched 
beggers cluke,augmented bp a iptle 
and a lpt le, as Gregoꝛp doth teſtpfpe 
which lapth, that it was gathered o2 
patched together of a certt᷑ ſchole dũs. 
And it dilfereth in manp notable plas 
tes from the greke eanons,wherot the 
re be ij. which alſo differ betweue thẽ⸗ 
ſelues iu terten notable thpuges, And 
thys ſapug iu the latyne canon which 
fapth(thps ſacrifpce is offced to rede⸗ 


me the quvck and the deade ete,) is not 


in the greken canon. Uvherfo: this la 
tpne canon ought to be banpſſhed, fon 
as much as it teacheth that the Dacr as 
ment ſhuld be appleped foz other cons 


trarp 
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to the maſſe, 
trarp to the doctrpne of the ſatrifpte 
of Lhailt, and ok the wſtifpcacpon of 
fapth; and it contepneth other incon⸗ 
uenientis, there is mencpon alſo ma- 
de of the interceſſpon of ſapntes, And 
the pꝛyſt whereas he ſapth immediat⸗ 
Ip after the eleuacpon, that he doth of- 
fer the lon of God, he requpꝛeth euen 
there that hys oblacpon ſhulde pleaſe 
God, as well as the ſacrifpce of Abell 
dpd ett.
